Victoriana have not boon uDiuoved spec- 
tators of the Btrugglo for tho offlco of niuyor 
that bns just beeu brought to n cloae by tho 
re-election of Mr. Mark Bute. Mr. Bate is 
a very old resident of Nimaimo. He is, in- 
deed, a pioneer of pioneers, having gone 
there long before the licat gold oxoiteiueut 
of 1858. Por many years ho was manager 
of the. Vancouver Coal it Land compauy'a 
interests in that important diHtrict, and has 
always been a progresaiva and valuable citi- 
zen. For seven . or eight years— with an 
' interregnum of one year,' when ha declined 
to offer— llr. Bate has beeu chosen by the 
Nanaimoans as their chief magistrate. He 
must have dipoharged his important'duties 
to the satisfaction of his follow citizens, for 
be has beeu elected over and over again, 
and is, perhaps — uotwithstaudiug that he 
has retired from the V. C. & It. Company, 
and is not now an employer of labor— one of 
the most popular men on Vancouver island. 
But latterly [^writer. has arisen "who knew 
iiot Joseph.''

liisel will be instituted against the Guar- 
dian, which has been for aonie time in- 
dulging in this sort of thing with appar- 
ent impunity, . 

' TRADE AS A LEVER. 

The fair trade spectre to which refer- 
ence WHS made in Tim Colunvit a few days 
ago, alarms the Columbian, which sees in 
the propiisition '.he shutting out of Cana- 
dian products from EnKliah markets, the 
flooding of Canada wiih English goods, 
and a heavy falling off of tho revenue. At 
the outset such might bo th(! eQ'ect of tho 
adoption of the proposed Odcal policy ; 
but the United States and other 
countries would scarcely allow matters to 
reach that crisis. With the certainty of 
suffering severely from fair trade they 
would capitulate alinoat at once; and de- 
pend upon it that England would not ar 
range a commercial treaty with the United 
States without receiving for Canada the 
great boon of reciprocity. Wiih recipro- 
cal trade relations reatorod, Canada would 
immeaiately enter upon a career of pros- 
perity in comparison with which the busi- 
ness of previous years would be dull 
indeed, In reciprocity we should find an 
outlet for our coal, lumber and fiah and 
tnany manufactured articles at our very 
doors, and the protection now 
afforded Canadian goods by tho 
high tariff might be rer.dily part- 
ed with in exchange for a free market iu 
tho United States iiud a guarantee against 
hostile customs duties iu Great Britain. 
We are protectionists because all tho world 
(save the spot where John Bull hnn builded 
his house) is protectionist. AVhen other 
countries throw their doors wide open for 
the admission of British made gbods we 
shall be free trade.

— DoLesitepa has writ- 
ten to the principal chambers of com- 
merce, asking them to appoint delegates 
to accompany him to Panama, for which 
place he will start on the 2Sth inet. The 
Panama canal company will invito dele- 
gates from England, Germany and Amer- 
ica to visit the isthmus and inquire into 
the feasibility of completing the canal. 
The expenses of the delegates will be 
borne by the company. DeLesseps is 
sanguine the work will be successful. 

A dispatch from Bibm, a town j in the 
department' of Puy de Dome, stated ihnt 
600 convicts in that prison have revolted 
and secured pcssaasion of tho prison. 
They have erected barricades, and other- 
wise protected themselves for defensive 
operations. Troops have been ordered to 
Rioin to quell the disturbance. The on- 
cers are parleying with the rebels, 'in ord.^r 
to gain time for the military to arrive. 

A spiiining mill at Aix la Chapdlle was 
burned on Friday last, and fifteen per- 
sons perished in the flames. 

London, Jan, 12. — Advices received 
here say a thaw, accompanied by a heavy 
rain, is prevailing in the Balkans and has 
caused much damage.;, -^^.be Maritza, tho 
principal' river in 'Koum'elia, Jjas over- 
flowed its banks, flooding the Surround- 
ing country.

THE "aSNKHAL" OF THE SALVATION ARMY, 

has issued his year book for 1885. It 
contains a record of what is called the 
"salvation war," and gives a list of the 
money received from the various depart- 
ments of the Salvation army from Octo- 
ber, 1884, to October, 1885. From these 
it appears that no less a lum than £76,- 
168, 18a. 4d. haa been collected and ex- 
pended in the twelve mouths for the work 
of the "army" iu different parta of the 
world. 'They carry on operatiojia in Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Oalifornia' Oanada, 
Germany, France, Switzerland, India, 
Italy, South Africa, Sweden, and the 
United States. The great centra, how- 
ever, of their operations is in this coun- 
try. According to the return, the Salva- 
tion ftrmy had in the United Kingdom iu 
1884, C37 "corps," and abroad ,373. ialto- 
Eoiher 910. In 1885 they- had 802 corps 
in this country, and 520 abroad, in all 
1,322. There Inia been ' an increase, 
ihurefore, this year compared with last, of 
412 corps. In 1884 the "army" had 
2,164 officers; and in 1885, 3,076, being 
aihi,ncrea60-of 912 In 1884 they held 
17,470 weekly servii 1 1, aud in 1886 they 
held 25,490, being au increase of 8,026 
weekly services in the ye*r 1885, over 
those held in the year 1884. These fig- 
ures give roughly some idea of the energy 
of tho Aligioua organization uad^r the 
direotioii ef Mr. Booth, but they furnish 
only tt faint conception of tho activity 
that displays itaelf in all the departments 
of the auciety. iVIr. Booth's idea is to 
apply military organization and methods 
to spiritual work. The book from which 
these facts are taken is filled with ac- 
couiita of tho ell'orts of members of the 
"army" in different parts of the world.

Death of the JfLurderer and Ouc 
, . brHis.Entended Victims. 



The authenticated particulars of tho 
shocking tragedy ac^north ariu ..Burrard 
Inlet are, that on TuesdayimdEnfng^' Dan- 
iel J. Robson and "James Smith,' partners 
in a ranche on the north arm of the Fraser, 
went out with a man named Walker to 
hunt for a timber claim at Burrard Inlet. 
Nothing unusual occurred until after din- 
ner at Walker's cabin, which they reached 
on Wednesday. Walker, taking his ride, 
went outside. Returning almost imme- 
diately, he accused thorn of having coino 
to clear him out, and ordered 
them to return to town at once. They 
got up and were retreating to tho door, 
facing Walker as they did so, who, saying 
"I guess I had better do for you both 
now," pointed the rifle at Roliaon's breast. 
Robson, in striking the rifle aside, re- 
ceived the bullet in the right lug, above 
the knee joint, a part of the bullet, which 
became divided, striking Smith on tho 
toe and breaking the bono. The struggle 
that then egiiued was for life or death. 
Smith wrenched the rifle fmra Walker 
and threw it out of the cabin. Walker then 
rushed at; Smith with a butcher knife, 
which Smith grasped by the blade, and 
both men. in the deadly tussle fell to the 
floor. At this moniont Robsoii, lying dis- 
abled, made a move a: though to assist 
Smith, whereupon Walk'e^;l6t'go>hi8 hold 
of Smith,' who,' Gliding His nahd free 
tught up a burning brand and rained blow 
after blow on Walker's head. Walker 
cried out to Smith that ho was killing 
him. Smith answered "and I will if yo'u 
.don't drop that knife." Waikor then 
asked Smith if he would desist if he gave 
up the knife. - Being told yes, he dropped 
the ' knifo, which ijmith threw away. 
Wnlker rose up and again attacked Smith, 
by whom he was knooknd down and 
threatened with death if he stirred. 
Smith then tried to stop tho hemorrhage 
from Robaon's wound, and bound and 
fastened Walker's legs together to pre- 
vent his escape. While carrytpg hia pitirt- ; 
ner to a place of succor, Robson was 
rowed down to Port Moody by Smith. 
Medical asiiatanco was obtained at 8 p.m. 
on Wednesday from Now. Westminator, 
but too late, for by that timo Rob'ton was 
deud. The special conatablea sent to ar-

A peculiar case was reported on tho 
east aide at tho board of health yesterday. 
The house in whicii tho disease exists is 
built on a bluff ovorloouing the Eist river, 
and the drainage ia said by the builders 
as well as inspectors to be the most com 
plete 'and copious in tho city. The ton 
ants of all these houses are both intelli- 
gent and prosperous, and yet the moat 
malignant caau of diphtheria of the week 
was found there yesterday. The victim,

TUB DUBAD DLSBAHB. 

A glance at the statistics of the week in 
regard to contairiou^ diseases show' some 
very atariliog nijurea. Tlioro were re- 
ported aincu last Sunday to the board of 
health 15U casus of contagious disease, 
out of which diphtheria claimed 87 vic- 
tims. Out of the luO cases 57 died, and 
of this number 44 died from diphtheria. 
During the previous week 178 cases of 
contagious disease were reported, of 
which diphtheria furnished 95. Out of 
this 178 cases G3 died and 38 of the 
deaths were due to diphtheria. 

As compared with the early winter of last 
year, diphtheria is already about thirty per 
cent, ahead despite, the fact that the sani- 
tary appliances have been materially in- 
creased and tbe .staff of oflicera cousidor- 
ably ougmented. 

Tho present week is regarded by tho 
health ofUcors as a very critical one in con- 
nection with tho epidemic. If tho number 
of cases and deaths diminish as compiircd 
with tbe two pa.^t weeks, thoy are vary 
hopeful of having stemmed the epidemic. 
Should thoy inoroaso, however, tho fear is 
;that frightful mortality will oconir among all 
classee of bur infant popnliitio^ii'' '

A correspondent at Athens gives an 
accoun fc oi laaiiy' otiridas burial custtsms 
peculiar to Greece whibh ''.' lately came 
under Lis notice. A piece of linen as 
wide as the body and twice as long, was 
doubleil and a hole large enough for 
tho head out out of it. In this tho body 
was wrapped and then dre.ssed in new 
clotheB,and more especially new shoes. 
Beneath the head was placed a pillow 
full of lemon leaves. In the mouth was 
put a bunch of violets, an'd' around the 
temples a chaplet of flowers. 'I'bese are 
used oiily for the unmarried and must 
be white. Bot,l\ head and feet are tied 
with bands made for the purpose, 
which were unloosed at the edge of the" 
gro,ve, where the coffin waa about to be 
closed. A small, coin (a relic of the fee 
to the ferryi\ian) was placed in the palm 
P;f tb.o hand. At Athens a sou is drop- 
iped into tbe coilin, The great".*!! atton- 
tio.n is giveu to th^s point. In remov- 
ing the body tbe feet always go tir.st. A 
priest came on three succesBivo days to 
sprinkle the room, fumigate it and re- 
peat certain prayers, as for that period 
after death U- 'waa^ supposed' to be 
hftmited, After burial, women are hired 
to keep a light burning over the grave 
until the body in supposed to be decom- 
posed. To assist this, the bottom of 
modern Greek cofBns is of lattice work. 
Every Saturday the poor of ■ Athens 
place oi\ the graves o£ their, friends 
ea(^b.\ea^ ojf the sort they used to like.
